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REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


While the Baptists of Mississippi have contributed more to 
the support of this branch of our work, during last year, than 
ever before, such has not been the case in all the Southern 
Although less has been contributed, on the whole, by about 
$1,400. Our Foreign Mission Board is outof debt. Not be. 
canse there has been money enough, but because the necessities 
of our Mission Statious hive not been met. The places of de- 
ceased aud returned Missionaries have not been filled. All 
around tre stations oe -upied are wide fields that Gaunot be sup- 
plied for want of means. Notwithstanding these and other hin- 
drances, our Missionaries are reaping fruit on all] fields, and a 
large dezree of prosperity invites to enlargement and extensi-n 
of tne work. The e have been over 300 baptisms daring the 
last year, against 215 the yer before. Our Mexican Mission 
was begun in 1880. Now w- have 8 churches and 500 members, 
ef who.n 210 were added iast year. Our Missionsries in this 
field need and are calling for reinforcements, Our Brazilian 
Mission also was Opened eight years ayo, and is prospering. 
Members 210; baptized last year, 49. Thera is urgent demand 
for m ve laborers, Our ITALIAN Mission. This field was en- 
tered 16 years ago. We have there now, twochurch buildings, e 
13 organized ehurche s, and 350 members, 40 of whom were re. 
ceived lastyear. In Africa, anr Mi-sion at Lagos was be nin 
1850, was broken uy in 1866 _by wers at home and shiesl tins 
was reo.g nize 1 in 1875. Now we hive 5 stations, baptized last 
year 13, present membershi) 149. Bro, David, a faithfal Mis. 
i nury from oir own state appen!s for money to build church 
houses and for twelvemen aud their wives, to occupy those five 
stations and other large cities, InChina, onr Missions still pros- 
pr, though bereav «1 by sicknuss and death, Sister R. H. 
Graves, a*ter'16 vears labor, returned to America, in broken 
health to die. Bro, Davanlt died at his post. Dr. Yates, after 
49 vears unremitting toil, ha- been called npon to lay aside his 
armor and rest from his Iabors. all our stations in this vast 
country have a membership of 727 nativa converts, of whom 40 
were baptized last year. 

Appeal-, urgent and earnest,” come t» ns from all the fields, 
for men, wom-n and money, to prosecute the work, in sowing the 
seeds of trnth, and reaping harvests already ri In answer 
to these apneale and the prayers of God’s chigdsend some men 
and women have offered themsely.s, and have been aceepted, 
and appointed by our Foreign Mis<ion Board, Among these 
are three from our own «tate.

tions, that grander and more glorious results may follow, than 
have ever yet been reported to us. To this end, let us, of Tip- 
bah Association, see to it that our prorata of the amount asked 
for, by our State Convention Board, shall be promptly raised.

Of this amount Mis- 
sissippi gave $924.00. In Mississippi the Board had three Mis- 
sionaries aud expended upon them $625.00 

While all the work done by the Board in its diversified field, 
needs mention and was grand and encouraging The work in 
the Islend of Cuba is the most marvelous of any thing in the 
history of modern Missions, _ 

The work here un‘er the guidance of Bro. Diaz the “Apos- 
tle of Cuba” is something wonderful aad is both an inspiration 
and a call to continued zeal aud enlarged plans for the time to 
come. 

The persecutions and bigotry which hus sought to stop the 
work, has been blessed to the futherence of the gospel. 

The people are being converted by the hundreds. V. R. 
Molino, a prominent priest of the Catholic church, has been 
converted and baptised and goes forth as a herald of the truth; 
dundreds and thousands crowd to the services of Gods house. 
Indeed the whola Island seems to be coming to christ. After 
two years work there are six churches oiganized with a mem. 
bership of 1000 members. In the Sunday schools there are 
2000 pupils. Of the converts made not one bastarned back to 
the Catholic faith, they have a strong native ministery who are 
doiugagrand work. Dr. Ticheer says after a personal obser- 
vation of the work made during a visit that he is persuaded 
that if onr people are faithful in following up the Calli of 
Diviné Providence, God will give us Cuba in few years, "Praise 
the Lord? 

Houses of worship are much needed there and the Board 
de-ires to raive $50,000 for a House of Worship in Havana. 

To this work Bretarea, which God is so signally blessing, 
we ought to give of our prayers and means. Bro Diaz requests 
especially that prayers shall be made for the cause and workers 
in Cuba; and sarely we can give this if nothing more. Let us 
pray for Caba and give for Ouba; that God’strath may ron and 
be glorified; and the people be brought to know THAT TRUTH 
which will make them wise unto salvation.

abonJantly essed, as you wi'! 8¢e frem their reports. About 35 seuls 
were raved during onr meetings at thega two places, and 36 received into 
their membersiip We have had ahard fight at New Bethel, but we 
leel vow thut the Lord will give asthe victory. The field is white al- 
reaty to harvest, and although the laborers are few, we feel sure that 
the resping will bedone.

Shack- 
elford’s salary, hence oar debthis b en reduced. Your b ard 
has continued co-operation withthe boardof the Baptist State 
Couvention. It is gratifying to kno v that our Association is a 
factor in the great wor that is being accomplished by that 
body. During the last conventional year 64 missionaries bave 
been employed. By the labors of these near 1200 additions 
have been made to our church Home aud Foreign Missions, 
Mississippi College, Ministerial Education, and the Board of 
Sustentation have all Leen fostered by our board. [ruly the 
Lord has been with us and helped ns.
